National Trust could 
take over Dyftryn 

Gardens - if all the sums add up! 


THE Vale Council 
is in discussions 
with the National 
Trust - over a plan 
to lease Dyffryn 
Gardens to the 
trust. 

Dyffryn House and 
Gardens could then be 
managed by the 
National Trust, should 
Vale councillors give the 
go ahead. 

However, the council 
will have to pay an 
immediate £1.5 million 
to the trust for “essential 
improvements” - and 
another £6.9 million for 
the trust to spend on fur¬ 
ther work. 

The £1.5 million is 
already budgeted for, 
but the council would 
have to borrow the £6.9 
million. 

However, the council 
can set against that the 
fact that it currently 
spends £550,000 each 
year in keeping the gar¬ 
dens open, having 
acquired the house and 
gardens after local gov¬ 
ernment reorganisation 
in 1996. The National

Trust would get in return 
a 50-year lease (with a 
break clause after 20), 
so it appears that the 
council would save £11 
million over those 20 
years, less the interest 
charges on the £6.9 mil¬ 
lion). 

Officers involved in 
preparing the report 
have described the coun¬ 
cil’s costs as “broadly 
unchanged” over those 
20 years. 

The cabinet of the 
Vale Council were due 
to consider the report 
that recommends leas¬ 
ing the house to the 
trust, yesterday (June 8) 
as The GEM was going 
to press. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
the Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “We 
understand the proposal 
could guarantee the 
house and gardens a 
bright future. 

“The council has 
made great strides in 
renovating the gardens 
and progressing the ren¬ 
ovation of the house 


with a view to opening it 
to the public. 

“However this beauti¬ 
ful property could bene¬ 
fit from the National 
Trust’s vast experience 
in renovating, managing 
and marketing such 
sites. The cabinet will be 
carefully considering 
the report.” 

Approximately 


50,000 people visit 
Dyffryn Gardens each 
year, with many 
expressing a wish to see 
the house renovated and 
open for visitors. 

It is believed the 
number of visitors could 
double under the 
National Trust’s man¬ 
agement, bringing eco¬ 
nomic and tourism bene¬ 
fits to the Vale.

Traffic in Rhoose 


I N the past few 
months, 

‘Pedestrians in the 
road ahead’ signs 
have been erectedin 
Rhoose, along with 
improved ‘SLOW’ 
road markings on the 
approach to Station 
Terrace; in addition, 
an improved ‘gateway 
style entrance’ is in 
the process of being 
implemented. 

This includes the use 
of yellow backing 
boards on the 30mph 
signs which, together 
with the cutting back of 
overgrown hedges, 
makes the signs more 
conspicuous to 
approaching drivers. 

This work and signage 
has already been com¬ 
missioned and will be 
completed shortly. 

There are no further 
traffic calming measures 
proposed at this time. 
Following the comple¬ 
tion of the gateway sign¬ 
ing, the intention is to 
re-survey traffic to 
ascertain the effective¬ 


ness of the scheme, and 
to establish if a reduc¬ 
tion in speed has been 
achieved. 

It should also be 
noted that in the past, 
following the completion 
of speed surveys, we 
have forwarded the 
information onto the 
police for their consider¬ 
ation and enforcement. 

The proposal for a 
pedestrian crossing near 
the Blue Anchor recently 
suggested by a resident 
is a new proposal and 
we will first need to 
undertake a review of 
the site to establish the 
justification for a pedes¬ 
trian crossing and if it is 
feasible (ie would it 
meet required design 
standards). 

This would also 
include obtaining and 
analysing the speed, 
accident and pedestrian 
data. 

The issue concerning 
the bend outside Marsh 
House will be investigat¬ 
ed further.

WHITE FARM : chancc to 
challenge the experts 


N ot too long 
ago, the 
chair of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
planning commit¬ 
tee, Rhoose coun¬ 
cillor Jeffery 
James, stated that 
when considering 
planning applica¬ 
tions: “/f is difficult 
to oppose it when 
the officers who are 
experts have advised 
that we pass it”. 

Well, this time it’s 
not too difficult, 
because the committee 
report for White Earm 
presents several clear 
opportunities for the 
committee to challenge 
their experts. 

Eirstly, there is con¬ 
siderable concern in the 
community with regard 


to increased traffic and 
the drainage implica¬ 
tions: councillors may 
want to secure unam¬ 
biguous and escape- 
proof reassurances on 
these matters: after all, 
community concern can 
be a material considera¬ 
tion. 

Commenting on the 
public open space and 
the proposed substantial 
earthworks, a senior 
council manager has 
expressed concerns 
about the need for pos¬ 
sible additional funding. 

Since other council 
officials have recom¬ 
mended acceptance, will 
these additional costs be 
another burden on tax¬ 
payers - or does the 
council have some other 
source of income in 
mind? 

We are frequently 
told by the experts that

The Tory council cab¬ 
inet reject this on the 
grounds that it is “politi¬ 
cal”.

Two companies are 
fined over worker’s

A COMPANY run¬ 
ning Aberthaw 
Power Station and 
a firm of contrac¬ 
tors who were car¬ 
rying out a £100 
million project at 
the site have been 
fined a total of 
£450,000, and each 
was ordered to pay 
£30,000 costs at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

RWE Npower PLC 
was fined £250,000 and 
AMEC was fined 
£ 200 , 000 . 

RWE pleaded guilty 
to an offence under the 
Health and Safety at 
Work Act by failing to 
provide a safe place of 
work. 

AMEC pleaded guilty 
to a breach of health and 
safety at work regula¬ 
tions. 

The case arose fol¬ 
lowing the tragic death 
in June 2007 of 49-year- 
old Christopher Booker 
of St Athan, who 
plunged to his death 
from a platform in an 
area of the power station 
known as the ‘Seal Pit’. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones 
expressed his condo¬ 
lences to Mr Booker’s 
family. He added: “I 
recognise that no sen¬ 
tence can alleviate or 
compensate the loss of 
such a loved family 
man.” 

At the time, said the 
judge, Mr Booker was 
assisting in maintenance 
work. 

He said there was a 
fundamental misunder¬ 
standing between the 
two defendants as to 
who was actually 
responsible for safety at 
the relevant time. 


The risk to which Mr 
Booker was exposed 
was very obvious, said 
the judge, and should 
have been seen by both 
defendants. 

There was, he said, no 
explanation as to why 
Mr Booker went onto 
the platform, but there 
was nothing to indicate 
that access was restrict¬ 
ed. 

Said the judge: ‘‘The 
accident was very 
forseeable.” 

He added: “It was an 
accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen and should have 
been spotted.” 

Both defendants, he 
said, had excellent 
records and the offences 
represented isolated 
breaches of the act and 
they had since done 
everything possible to 
prevent any occurring 
again. 

Ian Dixey for the 
health and safety execu¬ 
tive said Mr Booker had 
been a casual worker 
employed when work 
began on a desulphurisa- 
tion project. 

The cost of the project 
was estimated at 
£100million and was 
undertaken by AMEC. 

Meetings had been 
held to co-ordinate work 
in the Seal Pit. 

When Mr Booker fell 
12 metres, divers in the 
pit and others set about 
rescuing him but he died 
instantly. 

Mr Dixey said the 
area had been inade¬ 
quately lit and the gate 
to the walkway had been 
open. 

The cause of the acci¬ 
dent, he said, was the 
wrong choice of control 
measures. 

“This was an accident 
which could have been 


avoided,” he said. There 
had been, he said, a great 
deal of confusion despite 
a vast amount of plan¬ 
ning. 

Mr Dixey said there 
had been no integrated 
safety plan and control 
measures were inade¬ 
quate. 

Both defendants had 
failed to recognise what 
were obvious dangers. 

Lloyd Williams QC 
for RWE said the com¬ 
pany acknowledged the 
gravity of what occurred 
and profoundly regretted 
the accident. 

The company, he said, 
had pleaded guilty at the 
first opportunity. 

Mr Booker’s death, he 
said, had had a signifi¬ 
cant effect on the com¬ 
pany, which operated 10 
power stations. 

It was, he said, the 
company’s first fatal 
accident and procedures 
have since been “tight¬ 
ened up”. Throughout 
the investigation, said

At no time, said Mr 
Williams, had the risks 
been wholly ignored and 
instantly the company 
set up a board of inquiry. 

A claim by Mr 
Booker’s widow had 
been fully resolved. 

Richard Matthews 
QC for AMEC said that 
from the start the com¬ 
pany had accepted its 
failing and everyone 
involved had been 
deeply affected by Mr 
Booker’s death. 

“What could be 
learned has been 
learned. The project was 
massive and hazardous 
and the breach of the act 
was isolated and unusu¬ 
al.”

So many people 
called ‘Jones’ 
baffled Audrey’s 
American visitors 


YSTRADOWEN and 
district WI met at the 
village hall on June 1 
when president Jan 
Foyle introduced 
Audrey Griffiths, 
whose talk was enti¬ 
tled ‘Most Peculiar 
People’. 

In 1989, she started 
work as a tour guide 
helping American citi¬ 
zens who had Welsh 
ancestors to research 
their heritage. Each tour 
was unique for the par¬ 
ticipants, and all her 
clients were greeted in 
Welsh. 

It appears that many 
Americans do not appre¬ 
ciate that Wales is a 
country in its own right. 
A large part of Audrey’s 
work was with heritage 
groups, never more than 
20 people and often 
much smaller. 

There were many 
amusing anecdotes: 
common Welsh sur¬ 
names, such as Jones, 
can cause difficulties! 

The first port of call 
was the post office, fol¬ 
lowed by the local 
church. One of Audrey’s 
favourite memories is of 
a 92-year-old lady want¬ 
ing to reach back into 
her Welsh roots. 

She wanted to visit 
Blaenavon Church, 
where her grandparents 
had married, and also 
The Cross Keys in 
Swansea. 

This was prior to our 
more liberal licensing 
laws, so Audrey 
knocked on the door and 
the landlord was happy 
to show them around. 

Audrey had a very 
happy client who said it 
was one of the best days 
of her life and she could 
now die happy. 

On a tour of the

Audrey had requested 
that their hotel should 
put Welsh lamb on the 
menu for dinner that 
evening. 

She told her clients 
how delicious it is.

John Morgan, The 
National Trust’s director 
for Wales said: “We 
welcome the opportuni¬ 
ty to work with Vale 
Council and to look at 
ways of protecting and 
enhancing Dyffryn 
Gardens for future gen¬ 
erations. 

“Should discussions 
be successful, our prior¬ 
ity would be to build on 
the council’s work of 
restoring this special 
place. 

“We would be 
focused on continuing 
the restoration of the 
garden rooms, arbore¬ 
tum and parts of the 
house while encourag¬ 
ing local communities 
to enjoy the facilities 
and to work with us to 
create new opportunities 
for social enterprise and 
recreation.” 

Since the Vale 
Council became respon¬ 
sible for Dyffryn, a pro¬ 
gramme of restoration 
of the gardens has pro¬ 
gressed, securing more 
than £6 million of 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) grant aid. 


This has included 
restoration of the unique 
gardens to their original 
design and the develop¬ 
ment of facilities 
including a cafe, gift 
shop, play area and edu¬ 
cation centre. Works are 
nearing completion. 

The Heritage Lottery 
Fund has recently grant¬ 
ed a further £600,000 
towards partial restora¬ 
tion of the House. 

If the plan goes 
ahead, existing staff at 
Dyffryn would transfer 
to the National Trust. 
There are 33 employ¬ 
ees, although some 
positions are seasonal. 

The National Trust is 
the largest conservation 
organisation in Europe, 
supported by 3.8 mil¬ 
lion members, 100,000 
of whom live in Wales. 

The trust has also 
said recently that it feels 
it is under-represented 
in Wales. 

It is hoped that the 
higher profile generated 
by being in the National 
Trust, together with the 
work that is planned, 
will double the number 
of visitors.

Mr Tildesley said: “This most gen¬ 
erous cheque will be a huge boost to 
our ability to help to provide the 
basics when we have run out of 
donated food. ”

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Food festival 
gets a £10,000 
injection - from 
Welsh Assembly 


THIS year’s 
Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival 
has received a cash 
boost of £9,990 
from the Welsh 
Government. 

It means that the fes¬ 
tival, taking place this 
year on the weekend of 
October 29-30, is now 
firmly on the Welsh food 
festival calendar.

FOR people who have 
known the despair of drug 
or alcohol addiction, the 
fear of finding a way back 
into the work place is very 
real - but help is at hand, 
thanks to a discreet organ¬ 
isation operating in the 
Vale. 

Cardiff and Vale Peer 
Mentoring Service provides 
support to people who have 
lost their confidence due to 
addiction and feel they may 
not have the skills to cope 
when they return to a work¬ 
ing environment. 

One branch of the organi¬ 
sation is based in Barry and 
the local service manager, 
Sarah Williams, explained 
that the ‘mentors’ who pro¬ 
vide support to those seeking 
help, know exactly what they 
are talking about. 

“We are supported by gen¬ 
uine ‘peer mentors’ - people 
who know about drug and 
alcohol misuse, have been 
there themselves and have got 
the T-shirt. 

“The service is funded 
thanks to the European Social 
Fund and administered by the 
Welsh Government. 

“When we have established 
contact with someone we

invite them to have an assess¬ 
ment with a member of staff, 
find out their needs and aims 
and, along with training, go 
forward to achieve their 
goal.” 

Sarah explained that with 
people under more pressure 
at work or financially, and 
with young people having 
more disposable income, all 
ages of society are susceptible 
to alcohol addiction. 

The same can be true of 
drugs, with a whole range of 
them causing problems, 
including the likes of crack 
cocaine, heroin, ecstacy, 
cannabis, amphetamines and 
sometimes prescription drugs. 

If a person is battling 
addiction or has just over¬ 
come addiction, a natural 
concern is that when they 
return to work someone will 
know about their past; or that 
they will believe that if some¬ 
one talks to them sternly they 
will suffer from ‘paranoia’ 
and think they are not want¬ 
ed. 

Peer mentors like Steve 
Millard, aged 39, are able to 
empathise with those seeking 


help and develop their skills 
in dealing with the challenges 
of the work place. 

Steve explained: “When I 
first heard about the service, I 
was using a detox service 
because I had a problem with 
substance misuse. 

“I saw a pamphlet about a 
12-week course with the peer 
mentoring service which pub¬ 
licised how the service sup¬ 
ported people and got them 
back on track.” 

Now Steve has recovered, 
he has become a role model to 
others. He said: “The service 
that we offer can play a major 
part in people’s recovery. 

“I can see up to 20 people in 
a week, some in groups, oth¬ 
ers on a one-to-one basis. 

“Because some people have 
a past, they find it hard too 
get back on their feet. 

“Our message is: there is a 
way out if you put the effort 
in.”

TWO DECADES AT POONCHOLAI HOME 


How Barry teachers 
make life better for 
Tamil Nadu children 


TWO Barry teach¬ 
ers are reflecting on 
the result of 25 
years of volunteer¬ 
ing in a deprived 
part in India - and 
they can see that 
they have made a 
huge difference to 
the lives of local 
children. 

Five years after they 
first volunteered there, 
they started a small chil¬ 
dren’s home, and now 
the founders of 
Pooncholai Children’s 
Home in South India, 
Carol and Gareth Evans 
of Barry, can hardly 
believe that they will 
shortly be celebrating the 
20th anniversary of its 
opening. 

Carol was formerly 
the deputy headteacher 
of Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive (as Carol 
Clarke) and Gareth was 
the headmaster of King’s 
Monkton Secondary 
School in Cardiff. 

However, it was in 
1986 that they started 
volunteering in one of 
the most deprived areas 
of Tamil Nadu during the 
school summer holidays.

W Egath- 
ered in 
the 

Senedd on Monday 
evening for an 
inspiring ceremo¬ 
ny, led by Rev Aled 
Edwards, before 
the official opening 
of the Assembly by 
the Queen on 
Tuesday. 

With contributions 
from all the faiths in 
Wales, starting with 
verses from the Koran 
and finishing with a 
Blessing by the 
Archbishop of Wales, 
powerful statements 
were also made by 
young people about 
human rights, and a 
Hindu dance included a 
participant from Barry. 

The new Presiding 
Officer, Rosemary 
Butler AM, made her 
statement of commit¬ 
ment and the Assembly 
Members present were 
reminded throughout 
the ceremony of our 
roles, duties and 
responsibilities as we 
start this fourth session 
of the National 
Assembly for Wales. 

With our ministerial 
duties mapped out from 
the day of appointment, 
our work commenced 
within a week of the 
election following the 
First Minister’s 


appointment. My 
responsibilities as 
Leader of the House, 
bring me into close 
working relationships 
with all members from 
all parties across the 
Chamber, especially 
their representative 
‘business managers’, as 
we work through a new 
set of standing orders 
for the setting up of 
committees and agree a 
format for Assembly 
and Government busi¬ 
ness. 

This week, we will 
be agreeing the first set 
of ‘interim’ committees 
to get down to work, 
including the popular 
Petitions Committee, 
Public Accounts and 
Constitutional Affairs. 

The arrangements for 
the new committees, 
which will be the first 
to be wholly responsi¬ 
ble for legislation 
(without requiring 
approval from 
Westminster) will be set 
up as the First Minister 
makes his statement on 
the legislative pro¬ 
gramme for the new 
Government.

One of the new 
Labour Members, Mark 
Drakeford, asked me 
for a statement on the 
situation regarding 
Southern Cross, which 
is causing great concern 
for the residents, rela¬ 
tives and workforce in 
these homes. 

This week, a further 
question has been asked 
and the Minister for 
Social Services will 
reply, following her dis¬ 
cussions with local 


authorities on the action 
they are taking on this 
matter. Next week. 
Government and 
Opposition debates will 
take place and there 
will be questions to 
Ministers, starting with 
education and local 
government. 

As well as my week¬ 
ly business statement, I 
also have a set of ques¬ 
tions every four weeks 
on finance and equali¬ 
ties, as part of my port¬ 
folio of responsibilities. 

Over the past few 
weeks, I have been 
updated by officials and 
consulted with finance 
ministers from Scotland 
and Northern Ireland. 

We are all in the 
same roles following 
the election, so there is 
some continuity in 
inter-governmental 
arrangements. 

A quadrilateral meet¬ 
ing with the Chief 
Secretary to the 
Treasury, Danny 
Alexander MP, is also 
being set up over the 
course of the next few 
weeks. 

Financial matters are 
at the forefront of our 
agenda following the 
elections and that was 
clear from the meeting 
of the First Ministers of 
Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland last 
week. 

Ahead of a joint min¬ 


isterial committee 
chaired by the Prime 
Minister this week, the 
heads of government of 
the devolved adminis¬ 
trations issued a state¬ 
ment calling for the UK 
Government to embrace 
reforms as part of a 
‘progress agenda’ 
embracing economic, 
financial and constitu¬ 
tional reform across the 
UK. 

The statement said: 
“We believe it is now 
time for the agenda of 
respect to deliver an 
agenda for progress on 
the issues of the great¬ 


est concern to those 
who elected us, includ¬ 
ing economic growth^ 

With the toughest 
budget settlement for 
Wales now being 
implemented, our work 
is cut out to protect our 
public services and sup¬ 
port the economic 
renewal despite more 
pessimistic IMF fore¬ 
casts and the grim news 
on May 25 that house¬ 
hold spending has 
slumped by 0.6 per cent 
in the first three months 
of the year - much 
worse than expected. 

The Chancellor may 


not subscribe to a Plan 
B, but the Welsh 
Government is clearly 
geared up to a budget 
strategy that prevented 
the capital cuts being 
made in the 2010 May 
Budget - to help 
maintain our capital 
spending plans for 
schools and hospitals. 

Also, allocations 
have been made to 
address pressures 
including an injection 
of funds to assist in 
meeting orthopaedic 
pressures in the NHS. 

The Queen presided 
over the official open¬ 


ing of the fourth session 
of the Assembly this 
week, but work started 
on May 6 to deliver for 
the people of Wales. 

This will take us 
through the most chal¬ 
lenging times we have 
experienced, with new 
powers, new opportuni¬ 
ties, new Members and 
a renewed sense of pur¬ 
pose for the Welsh 
Government in 2011. 

The ceremonies on 
Monday and Tuesday 
this week made sure we 
were clear what would 
be expected of us by the 
people of Wales.

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Is community clerk 
the first casualty 
of the Big Society? 


IN a move that 
could be seen as an 
example of how 
Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s 
Big Society might 
operate, the small 
community council 
at Wick has decided 
to go it alone and 
replace its commu¬ 
nity clerk with a 
volunteer. 


The council meets just 
once a month and the 
clerk’s job is very much a 
part-time position. The 
clerk, Karoline 

Whittington, has done 
the job for 12 years and 
earns on average less 
than £2,000 per annum 
for her efforts. 

The residents of Wick 
pay this sum out of the 
annual precept as part of 
their annual rates bill. 
The GEM understands 


that it is intended to use 
the cash saved on com¬ 
munity facilities. 

There are seven coun¬ 
cillors on Wick 
Community Council, and 
one who opposes the 
decision is Coun Mary 
Williams, who believes 
that the post is not suit¬ 
able for a volunteer. 

She told The GEM: “I 
want to acknowledge 
from the outset that the 
clerk, Karoline, is my

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daughter-in-law. 
However, my fears are 
nothing to do with trying 
to keep her in the job. 

“She has a responsible 
full-time position and, 
quite frankly, does not 
want to come back after 
the way this decision was 
taken.” 

Small councils have a 
history of sometimes get¬ 
ting very heated. The 
nearby community coun¬ 
cil at St Bride's Major 
has seen several clerks 
quit in recent years 
because of rows among 
members, 

Coun Mary Williams 
feels that a volunteer 
would not put up with the 
things that happen when 
a council gets heated. 

The Society of Local 
Council Clerks (SLCC) 
has said that it will take 
the decision to a tribunal 

Alan Slade, the assis¬ 
tant chief executive of 
the society, stated: “The 
Society of Local Council 
Clerks is a professional 
body which represents 
almost 4,000 clerks 
(local council managers) 
across England and 
Wales. 

“The clerk at Wick 
Community Council, Ms 
Karoline Whittington, is 
being supported by the 
SLCC in her appeal 
against being made 
redundant by the elected 
members. 

“The SLCC’s position 
is that a clerk cannot be 
made redundant where 
the work still exists and 
no alternative provision 
has been made by the 
council. 

“The society has 
called for an independent 
review of the situation at 
Wick CC and has con¬ 
cerns about the impartial¬ 
ity of the internal appeals 
committee appointed to 
handle the appeal against 
the termination of the 
clerk’s employment.” 

The chairman of the 
community council is 
Carol Brown, who she 
said: “In light of a coun¬ 
cillor’s approach to the 
press, I can confirm that 
Wick Community Council 
is undertaking a review 
of the role of its clerk. 

“The council is 
determined to ensure that 
we deliver excellent 
value for money for 
council taxpayers of 
Wick in these difficult 
financial times, and that 
we stay up-to-date in 
respect of the changing 
requirements of a small 
council like ours. 

“As the clerk’s salary 
and expenses account for 
75 per cent of the coun¬ 
cil’s precept, it is 
inevitable that, along 
with other expenditure, 
this position is reviewed 
as we strive to do our 
best for the community 
we seek to serve. 

“As this review is still 
being undertaken, it 
would be inappropriate 
for me to comment fur¬ 
ther.”

This latest X Men 
outing certainly 
is First Class! 


W HETHER 
you sub¬ 
scribe to 
the world of Final 
Destination or not, 
fate certainly does 
seem to get its way; 
when Matthew 
Vaughn departed X 
Men: The Last 
Stand, after feeling 
that he didn't have 
enough time to 
make a film worthy 
of following the 
superb X2, it 
seemed his ties to 
that universe had 
been cut forever. 

Fast forward five 
years, and Vaughn is 
now back in the bosom 
of the family as he takes 
on that very universe, 
and tells the tale of how 
the characters of the 
franchise became who 
they are. 

In X Men: First 
Class, we meet Charles 
Xavier (James McAvoy) 
and Erik Lensherr 
(Michael Eassbender), 
two men with mutant 
abilities whose upbring¬ 
ing and lives have made 
the former happy to fit 
in while the latter feels 
like an outcast. 

However, when 
Sebastian Shaw (Kevin 
Bacon) forges a plan to 
use the Cuban missile 
crisis to start a war to 
bring mutants to the 
fore, CIA agent Moira 
MacTaggert (Rose 
Byrne) recruits Xavier 
and Lensherr to find 
other mutants and stop 
Shaw’s dastardly plan... 

While the first X Men 
arguably started the lat¬ 
est wave of comic book 
adaptations, and its 
sequel was that rare 
beast in being superior 
to its forebear, the 
wheels came off with 
the third instalment. 

Going back in time 
for a prequel was the 
order of the day, and it’s 
a move that pays won¬ 
derful dividends, as 
First Class more than 
lives up to its name. 

Matthew Vaughn’s 
second bite at the X 
cherry brings a pleasing 
pace and deftness of 
touch that harkens back 
to the Singer films. 

Having flashed his 
action credentials previ¬ 
ously, here he lets loose 
with some superb set- 
pieces, whether it’s the 
tense missile-led stand¬ 
off or an infiltration 
sequence that highlights 
the teleporting powers 
of the evil Azrael. 

Yet, like many who 
have directed this genre, 
he appreciates that you 
need to ground the spec¬ 
tacle in an engaging

narrative and with char¬ 
acters you care about, 
something his script 
with Jane Goldman cer¬ 
tainly achieves. 

While the pacing 
sometimes feels a little 
too frenetic, the pair 
sketch the central rela¬ 
tionship between Xavier 
and Lensherr with intri¬ 
cacy. Their opposing 
ideologies has always 
been the crux of the X 
Men stories, and here 
we learn about their 
friendship and what 
drives them apart 

It helps that they are 
embodied by two fan¬ 
tastic actors, with both 
James McAvoy and 
Michael Eassbender 
delivering excellent per¬ 
formances. McAvoy 
shows a cheeky charm 
and charisma that is a 
million miles away from 
Patrick Stewart’s rendi¬ 
tion of the character, yet 
gives the character the 
steely resolve and sense 
of responsibility that is 
all too familiar. 

Meanwhile, 

Eassbender shows a grit 
and quiet malice as the 


soon-to-be Magneto, 
again like McAvoy 
delivering a nuanced 
turn that only slightly 
evokes Ian McKellen, 
but offering something 
fresh and wholly engag¬ 
ing. 

The rest of the cast 
all serve their purpose, 
with performances rang¬ 
ing from good to strong, 
the likes of Kevin 
Bacon, January Jones, 
Rose Byrne and Jennifer 
Lawrence all bringing 
the characters to life 
regardless of screen¬ 
time. 

Even at over two 
hours, there is still 
much that could have 
been included, the film 
feeling a little too 
rushed for its own good 
- with some subplots 
and characters short¬ 
changed by the necessi¬ 
ty of the story hanging 
on the relationship of 
Xavier and Lensherr. 

However, this is still 
a superb way back into 
the world of X, and 
should Vaughn and co 
return for a second help¬ 
ing there is still plenty 
to mine from the fallout 
of First Class. 

VERDICT - A stylish 
and swish action film 
that balances brains 
with brawn, X Men: 
First Class returns a 
sheen to the franchise. 
Directed with levity and 
no lack of skill by 
Matthew Vaughn, and 
anchored by superb 
turns by James McAvoy 
and Michael 
Eassbender, this film 
most certainly is Eirst 
Class! Highly recom¬ 
mended.

Gaining an 
insight into 
life on the 
front line... 


W HAT next, Sir?’ is 
the question that 
some 20-year-oId 
Army officers will hear 
from soldiers whilst under 
attack from a foreign 
enemy. 

That is the sort of decision 
making and leadership that 
young officers in the British 
Army have to demonstrate on 
an all too regular basis. 

During the parliamentary 
recess last week, I visited the 
Army Officer Training College 
at Sandhurst to support some 
of our Afghanistan war veter¬ 
ans and to witness the training 
that officer cadets undertake 
before commanding a group of 
soldiers. 

Their training is rigorous 
and crosses all types of warfare 
that our servicemen and 
women could have to 
encounter; be it from tradition¬ 
al combat to jungle warfare, to 
defending political attacks in 
the desert and beyond. 

The most interesting aspect 
of the training I witnessed 
crossed three days. 

It was a scenario leading up 
to an election day in a foreign 
land, where there were tensions 
between various community 
groups. 

Half of the company were 
posing as the public and the 
others as soldiers using all their 
resources to secure and man¬ 
age a peaceful ballot. 

Those posing as the general 
public were briefed to act as 
religious leaders, heads of 
tribes and other roles to repli¬ 
cate an extreme scenario. 

Some protested that the 
army was biased, others com¬ 
plained about vote rigging and 
others were out to cause as 
much trouble as possible. 

The purpose of this setting 
was to test the leadership and 
decision making of officer 
cadets. 

In one tense scenario, a girl 
claimed to have been attacked, 
which led to a riot. 

The consequence was that a 
soldier was dragged from a 
‘safe-house’ in an outburst of 
violence. 

The officer under assessment 
had to determine how to act.

Should he direct a shooting 
and risk the life of their col¬ 
league and of some civilians? 

Would that escalate the ten¬ 
sion or would it give the best 
chance of protecting his col¬ 
league who was being attacked 
in the open? 

What alternative actions 
could he take? What was the 
risk of not acting? How should 
he best calm the situation? 

This was a mock-up of a sit¬ 
uation that our brave service¬ 
men could be charged with 
handling in just five months’ 
time, when some of them will 
be commanding in 
Afghanistan. 

These young people are 
amongst the most impressive 
individuals I have ever met. 

All between the ages of 18 
and 28; many will be com¬ 
manding a group of soldiers, 
much older than themselves 
with far greater experience. 

However, their discipline, 
intellect, leadership, manage¬ 
ment and communication skills 
were second to none, and puts 
them apart from most other 
people. 

I greatly admire the young 
officers I met whilst at 
Sandhurst, and meeting the 
war veterans and hearing their 
stories was a real privilege.

Shot squirrels spark

Cup success for West Wales XI 


ONE reason for the failure 
of the Cowbridge West 
Wales team to win so far 
this season follows on from 
a change in the structure of 
the West Wales League. 

This was altered to accommo¬ 
date a change in the number of 
teams and now comprises one 
large league rather than two divi¬ 
sions. 

As a result, all teams play their 
opposition once rather than play¬ 
ing fewer teams home and away 
and, more importantly, the bottom 
of last year’s division two play the 
winners of division one - an inter¬ 
esting challenge for Cowbridge! 

It also means that the cup 
games can be played on Saturdays 
rather than Sundays, when 
Cowbridge could rarely raise a 
side, and on June 4, Cowbridge 
West Wales team showed what 
they could achieve in that compe¬ 
tition. 

Gowerton asked Cowbridge to 
bat and there was rain for about 20 
minutes, although not enough to 
stop a West Wales side. 

The first wicket fell at 33 when 
Michael Hordely was out for 20, 
including a huge six into the 
Verlands, the house owner kindly 
returning the ball and no serious 
damage being done. 

There was, however, damage to 


the hand of the Gowerton opener 
in attempting to take a high veloc¬ 
ity catch and Tom Scott Coombes 
sportingly played two innings in 
the field, the first as a sub. 

After the second wicket, Nick 
Rowland commenced an anchor 
innings and was still at the wicket 
when his son Sean came in at No 
7. They scored 77 between them, 
Nick 31 and Sean a brisk 36. 
There were also useful contribu¬ 
tions from Richard Owen (23) and 
the captain (16). 

Gowerton started well without 
their regular opening bat and 
although their No 1 made only 
eight, they were past 100 before 
the next wicket fell. 

Cowbridge did not give in, 
however, and a change in bowler 
worked the necessary magic. Jon 
Brazier, whose technique was so 
successful last year, proceeded to 
take four wickets for 36 runs, 
being well supported by Richard 
Owen with two stampings. 

Rafi Sharzad continued his 
essential role as first strike bowler 
with 3 for 35 but the vital discov¬ 
ery was his fellow Afghani, Sadr 
Zaman, who bowled with great 
consistency, taking two wickets 
but only conceding 24 runs in 
eight overs. 

The eight over maximum rule 
in cup games caused the captain 
great problems towards the end of 


the Gowerton innings when it 
transpired that other bowlers’ 
overs had inadvertently been cred¬ 
ited to Hordley and Sharzad by the 
scorer. 

They were therefore not able to 
support the attack as planned 
when Gowerton approached the 
Cowbridge total, and Gowerton’s 
injured opener was determined to 
come in at the end to support his 
side. The bowlers kept their nerve, 
however, and his was the 10th 
wicket with Gowerton on 182. 

It was a notable win with play¬ 
ers never giving up, but both 
catching and ground fielding need 
to improve and when opposition 
batsmen make a mess of their run¬ 
ning, there needs to be more con¬ 
trol in the field to take advantage 
of their errors. 

The presence of adequate club 
members to support the two senior 
sides meant that for once the West 
Wales side did not lose players to 
the Seconds and could be properly 
constituted, but they also need a 
better way to identify unrecog¬ 
nised talent. 

It was an immensely enjoyable, 
hard-fought match played in the 
most sportsmanlike manner and 
the whole team are entitled to be 
proud of themselves. 


therefore something of a 
voyage into the 
unknown as Cowbridge 
made the long journey 
down the M4.

The Drefach batsmen 
simply could not find a 
way to increase the rate, 
which resulted in them 
limping to 103 all out 
off 46 overs. Ian fin¬ 
ished with 3 for 19 off 9 
overs and Harri Collier 
a tremendous 4 for 27 
off 13. 

The Cowbridge 
innings did not get off 
to the best of starts, 
with an early run out, 
but opener, Richard 
Finucane was then 
joined by Naveed 
Mohammed and nerves 
were settled as the pair 
put together a good 
partnership. 

Naveed, only in his 
second game for the 
seconds, played espe¬ 
cially well, depositing 
the ball to all parts of 
the ground and pushing 
the score along at a 
lively rate. 

Naveed was finally 
out for 33 and the skip¬ 
per joined Richard with 
the score at 47 off 11 
overs. 

From this point on, 
Cowbridge were never 
in trouble, as the pair 
ran well between the 
wickets and punished 
the bad deliveries 
severely to keep the 
score rising.

P ENDOYLAN 
Church in 
Wales 

Primary School 
has an overwhelm¬ 
ing demand for 
places - but when 
you consider the 
dedicated leader¬ 
ship of the gover¬ 
nors and staff, and 
the fact that the 
school is celebrat¬ 
ing the laying of 
foundations for a

“At a time when 
there are cuts, we are 
fortunate that the proj¬ 
ect is going ahead - 
and it is thanks to the 
backing of the Vale 


Council, the Llandaff 
Diocese of the Church 
in Wales and the 
Welsh Assembly. 

“It means we will 
have the facilities to 
cater for the next cou¬ 
ple of generations.” 

Mrs Rees pointed 
out that a redevelop¬ 
ment which includes a 
new library, computer 
room, and a car park 
which will accom¬ 
modate coaches drop¬ 
ping off youngsters, 
will mean an 
improved learning 
environment for the 
pupils. 

Mrs Lyn Murray, 
who has been the 
headteacher since

The design promis¬ 
es to deliver a brighter 
and lighter teaching 
environment. 

The school, staff 
and governors, and the 
construction company 
responsible for the 
new project recently 
took part of a day out 
to celebrate the start 
of work. 

The construction 
company undertaking 
the project is ISG 
Pearce Wales, and the 
regional director Jon 
James commented: 

“We are delighted 
to have been chosen 
by the school and 


Llandaff Diocese of 
the Church in Wales to 
build an exciting and 
important building for 
the village, and the 
generations to come. 

“Our team is look¬ 
ing forward to deliver¬ 
ing a building that 
everyone can be proud 
of.” 

The scheme is a 
real team effort with 
ISG Pearce working 
with architects 
Petersen Williams, 
structural engineers 
the Austin Partnership, 
mechanical and engi¬ 
neering firm Hicks 
Titley Partnership and 
quantity surveyors EC 
Harris on the con¬ 
struction project. 

The development 
includes a number of

By next year, the 
site will have been 
transformed with a 
building that blends 
the older traditional 
part of the school with 
a stylish, contempo¬ 
rary addition (see 
illustration).

focus of the town is 
the historic centre, 
with its narrow 
streets which mean¬ 
der here and there, 
and its buildings that 
have centuries of 
character ingrained 
in them. 

In fact, this picture 
perfect view of the 
town will he shown 
off to its best advan¬ 
tage on Saturday, 
June 18, when the 
Victorian Fayre is 
staged and the town 
is packed with stalls 
and various types of 
street entertainment.

years old! 

However, the 
important thing for 
any town is to pre¬ 
serve these assets 
while maintaining a 
healthy and vibrant 
economy - and 
investment is the key 
to this. 

Fortunately for 
Llantwit, there are 
plenty of signs that 
people are investing 
in the town. 

The work being 
done as part of the 
Boverton Road regen¬ 
eration scheme is 
near to completion, 
and shoppers should 
certainly notice a dif¬ 
ference then!

CHAPEL PROJECT WILL 
ENHANCE THE TOWN’S 
TOURISM PROSPECTS 


L lantwit 
MAJOR’S 
association 
with St Illtud has 
long provided a 
rich historical lega¬ 
cy for the town - 
one which many 
feel could be a 
springboard for a 
boost to the town's 
‘heritage tourism’ 
potential. 

These prospects 
could be given an extra 
push next year when the 
ambitious plans to 
rebuild the Galilee 
Chapel - at present a 
ruined add-on to the 
western end of St 
Illtud’s Church - are 
implemented. 

The GEM recently 
met two of the team 
who are working to 
make this project a real¬ 
ity, the new Rector of 
the Llantwit Major 
benefice, Rev Huw 
Butler, and the secretary 
of the project, Mr 
Clifford Edge. 

The project will 
involve building a 
‘frame’ around the 
existing historic stone 
walls of the chapel, 
adding a slate roof, and 
then using glass to ‘fill 
in’ the spaces where the 
stone walls are missing. 

The use of glass will 
have the added bonus of 
bathing the new build¬ 
ing in natural light, a 
desirable side effect 
because of what will be 
on display there. 

But more of that 
later... 

The project was 
already at quite an 
advanced stage when 
Rev Butler took up his 
post last year, but when 
he arrived, the total cost 
of £550,000 made it a 
distant project, although 
around £200,000 had 
been raised or promised. 
What transformed

things was a grant from 
the Heritage Lottery 
fund of £300,000, and 
suddenly all involved 
started to see a light at 
the end of the tunnel. 

In fact, Clifford Edge 
believes that it might be 
possible to make an 
early start before the 
final total is raised, and 
add on the extras such 
as catering facilities 
later. 

Certainly, he feels 
that work should start 
next year. 

There should be great 


interest in the Galilee 
Chapel once the build¬ 
ing is complete. The 
intention is to make it a 
centre for the study of 
Celtic Christianity, and 
the centre piece of the 
chapel will be the exist¬ 
ing collection of Celtic 
stones and crosses, 
which date back to the 
eighth and ninth cen¬ 
turies. 

These crosses are 
much older than the 
church which houses 
them. St Illtud’s Church 
is made up of two

halves - the West 
Church which was built 
in the 11th Century, and 
the comparatively ‘new’ 
east Church (15th 
Century). 

The exciting thing 
about the Celtic crosses 
and stones on show in 
the church is that, in the 
words of Huw Butler, 
“There is just as much 
buried as there is on 
show.” 

It will cost £22,000 
to excavate the stones, 
and then install them in 
the Galilee Chapel, but 
they should be a mighti¬ 
ly impressive sight 
when the work is done! 

Both Rev Butler and 
Clifford Edge think that 
this new centrepiece 
will be a big attraction 
to visitors, and that it 
will focus attention on 
the rich history of the 
town, because Llantwit 
Major plays an impor¬ 
tant part in the story of 
Christianity itself. 

It was the Romans 
who brought the reli¬ 


gion to Britain, but 
when they left, it all but 
disappeared. 

It was revived by 
Illtud, a Welsh mo^, 
who founded a monastic 
order in Llantwit Major 
in the year 500 - a cen¬ 
tury before Augustine 
landed in Kent. 

Illtud’s missionaries 
went, in particular, to 
Ireland and Brittany, 
and Clifford Edge 
believes that the town 
can benefit from 
emphasising the role 
that Llantwit has played 
in Celtic history. 

In fact, there are 
already strong ties in a 
number of areas 
between the Celts in 
Wales, the Gaelic Irish, 
the Bretons in Erance 
and the Cornish nation 
as well. 

The Celtic music fes¬ 
tival held each year in 
Porthcawl already 
draws visitors from all 
these countries.

Four call-outs on busy 
weekend for the Barry 
Lifeboat’s volunteers 


VOLUNTEERS who 
respond to calls at Barry’s 
lifeboat station were called 
out on Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday last weekend. 

The first came when the crew 
responded to a call for help from 
a 37ft motor cruiser on Friday 
morning, a spokesperson reports. 

The cruiser had broken down a 
few miles off Nash Point. The two 
crew members on board were 
very unlucky to have suffered 
engine failure so soon after a 
complete overhaul of the boat. 

Luckily for them they had the 
right equipment on board and 
were fully prepared for any even¬ 
tuality. 

Richy Tutton, full time 
mechanic at Barry Dock Lifeboat 
Station said: “This incident just 
goes to show how important it is 
to have the right equipment on 
board and to be ready to deal with 
the unexpected. 

“RNLI sea safety checks are 
available free of charge to all boat 
owners - just go to 
www.RNLI.org.uk to organise 
one.’ 

It also underlined the impor¬ 
tance of local employers’ support 
for volunteer crew members on 
their staff. 


The RNLI is grateful to all 
those employers who release 
crew from their day jobs at a 
moment’s notice. 

On Saturday afternoon, the 
crew had responded to a call from 
a concerned member of the public 
who had contacted the 
Coastguard to report that a 
paraglider had landed in water off 
Nash Point. 

The lifeboat started searching 
but was relieved to find that what 
had actually landed was a big 
bunch of helium balloons, which 
the crew disposed of safely. 

The crew returned to station in 
time to enjoy the annual RNLI 
barbecue, which was held at 
Barry Yacht Club. 

However, seven crew members 
were unable to sample any of the 
liquid refreshments on offer, in 
case there was another emergency 
call that evening. 

As it happens, the pagers went 
off at 5.06am and the crew 
responded to reports of a person 
in the water. The boat was even¬ 
tually stood down as the woman 
had been found by the RAF Sea 
King rescue helicopter and taken 
to hospital. Her condition is 
unknown at this time.” 

Later that morning, the lifeboat 
headed out of the harbour once 


again to find a boat that was trans¬ 
mitting on emergency radio chan¬ 
nels. 

As the transmission was con¬ 
tinuous, contact could not be 
made via radio and other vessels 
in trouble could not use the emer¬ 
gency channel. 

The boat was found safe and 
well after a two-hour search near 
Newport. The crew were unaware 
that they had transmitting on such 
an important channel. 

ENGINE TROUBLE 

The Barry Dock Lifeboat Crew 
have experienced engine trouble 
of their own this week. The sta¬ 
tion’s Trent class lifeboat has 
sprung an oil leak and has had to 
come out of the water for repair. 

An all-weather lifeboat from 
the RNLI’s relief fleet is on station 
until the usual boat is repaired. 

The RNLI is grateful to the 
Barry fundraising branch and for 
the ongoing support of the local 
people who are so generous in 
their funding of this essential 
service. 

Lifeboats across the UK save 
an average of 22 lives a day and 
are on call 24 hours of every day 
of the year.

SPORT often throws 
up memorable bat¬

Having seen off the

It was, in truth, a 
match that may not 
inspire, but it did at least 
deliver the salutary les¬ 
son that at this level 
there is little substitute 
for experience.

Batting costs team dear 
as they lose in league 


A star-studded 
evening last week at 
the Grand Pavilion 
gave a huge boost to 
a local boxing 
club’s appeal to 
raise £75,000 for 
urgent refurbish- 
ments. 

The evening - a sports 
forum with regional 
coaches Scott Johnson, 
Dai Young and Nigel 
Davies (and many more) 
- was also a family trib¬ 
ute, organised by the 
family of Colin 
Humphreys, a boxer who 
used to train with 
Porthcawl and Pyle 
Boxing Club 40 years 
ago. 

In fact, at the end of 
the evening, the head 
coach of Pyle and 
Porthcawl, Aubrey 
Lewis, told The GEM 
that he remembered 
sparring with Colin all 
those years ago. 

Colin was a Welsh 
champion welter-weight 
who turned pro at 17, 
and seemed on his way 
to a meeting with Brian 
Curvis - until eye prob¬ 
lems forced a premature 
end to his career. 

Colin went on to raise 
a family and he contin¬ 
ued to follow boxing, 
and in his later years, he 
told his sons that he 
wished he had been able 
to do more to support the 
club where he started. 

Neither of his sons, 
Jonathan and Richard, 
followed him into box¬ 
ing, but they both played 
rugby and several other 
sports, and the elder 
brother, Jonathan 

Humphreys, went on to 
be a Welsh international, 
representing Wales and 
the British Lions as a 
hooker, and is now a 
coach at the Ospreys.. 

When their father 
died, they remembered 
what he had said about 
the boxing club and 
organising the charity 
sports forum became a 
family affair, as they 
were joined by their 
brother-in-law, Ed Ellis, 
a former Llanelli rugby 
player and now the 
group finance operations 
manager with the 
Sinclair Group. 

The Sinclair Group 
also sponsored the 
evening. 


Richard, who is a 
teacher at Corneli 
Primary School, said: 
“Edward was the driving 
force behind this, and he 
did so much of the 
organisation. Jonathan 
and I helped and 
Jonathan, of course, used 
his rugby contacts to put 
the evening together.” 

He did a fine job, 
because the onstage 
panel for the forum con¬ 
sisted of the three 
regional chiefs already 
mentioned, Nicky Piper 
representing Welsh box¬ 
ing, and more informed 
rugby opinion from Tom 
Shanklin and Danny 
Grewcock. 

Scrum V’s Rick 
O’Shea, who went to 
UWIC with Jonathan 
Humphreys, proved to 
be a brilliant master of 
cermonies, and the auc¬ 
tion was conducted by 
Ospreys coach Sean 
Holley. 

In fact, if the Ospreys 
backs had handled the 
ball this year as smooth¬ 
ly as Sean handled the 
auction, there would 
have been another piece 
of silverware in the 
Liberty Stadium trophy 
cabinet! 

That auction saw a 
Kenny Dalglish signed 
Liverpool number seven 
shirt go for £600, and a 
Cesc Eabregas Spanish 
sh ir t go for £450. 

A similar price was 
raised for a Swansea 
City shirt, worn in the 
play-off final at 
Wembley the previous 
Monday! 

The total raised dur¬ 
ing the evening was an 
amazing £10,500, but 
donations of practical 
help with the project 
were offered as well. 

What did the audience 
learn from the forum? 

Well, we learned that 
Jonathan Humphreys 
once had to bail Rick 
O’Shea out of jail in 
Hawaii. 

We learned that Dai 
Young and Jonathan 
Humphreys believe that 
the officials are making a 
mess of refereeing the 
scrums. 

Oh, and thanks to a 
question by local head¬ 
teacher Martin Griffiths, 
we learned that Scott 
Johnson and Warren 
Gatland don’t exchange 
Christmas cards! 


SPORTS clubs in 
the Vale have been 
given a record 
amount of funding 
this year through 
the ‘Community 
Chest’ grants 
scheme. 

Run locally by the 
Vale Council’s sports and 
play development team, 
and agreed by a panel of 
volunteers with support 
from Sport Wales, the 
scheme now offers clubs 
and organisations up to 
£1,500 - an increase of 
£500 on the previous 
maximum amount avail¬ 
able - to help them with 
things such as buying 
new equipment and pay¬ 
ing for coaching qualifi¬ 
cations. 

The first round of 
grants awarded since the 
amount increased result¬ 
ed in a total of 
£22,188.59 being invest¬ 
ed into encouraging local 
people of all ages to get 
more active, more often. 

Nineteen clubs and 
organisations shared the 
funding package, with 
Penarth Rifle Club, Vale 
Gymnastics, Rhoose 
Lifeguards and Barry 
Windsurfing Association 


all scooping the maxi¬ 
mum £1,500. 

Sport for girls in the 
Vale was also given a 
boost, with the other 
grants including £1,482 
for Sully Sports EC to 
establish a girls under- 
Ms team, Barry 
Basketball Club receiv¬ 
ing £1,300 to start a girls’ 
team, and Penarth 
Cricket Club being 
awarded £1,000 to devel¬ 
op and support a team for 
girls at under-9s. 

The Vale Council’s 
sports and play develop¬ 
ment manager Karen 
Davies said: “The 

Community Chest 
scheme has now been in 
place for over a decade, 
and has helped hundreds 
of local clubs either get 
up and running or grow.”

rugby at the Millennium 
Stadium. 

After all, this was the first of 
just four outings remaining 
before Wales depart for the 
more serious business of 
Rugby World Cup 2011 in 
New Zealand this September. 
Hence the controversial deci¬ 


sion to award Welsh caps for 
what was essentially an exhibi¬ 
tion match with the 
Barbarians (a move not sur¬ 
prisingly questioned by former 
greats such as Mervyn Davies 
and Barry John). 

In breaking with convention 
and awarding it full Test sta¬ 
tus, head coach Warren 
Gatland had implicitly 
declared that this was a game 
he fully expected to win, 
notwithstanding that a whole 
clutch of first choice players 
were absent from the team 
sheet. 

Indeed, while all of those on 
duty against the Baabaas have 
subsequently been included in 
the preliminary 45-man Welsh 
squad for the World Cup, real¬ 
istically many players know 
they will have a struggle to 
make the final cut of 30 that 
will head Down Under, let 
alone figure in the starting 
line-up when the real hostili¬ 
ties begin. 

So in this sense, it really was 
a Test - if only of Welsh squad 
strength in a game-time envi¬ 
ronment - plus a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to see how fringe candi¬ 
dates fared against some of the 
best players in the world in 
their individual positions 
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(albeit operating in an unfa¬ 
miliar team line-up). 

As expected where a 
Baabaas match is concerned , 
the tries came thick and fast - 
two for Wales in the first half 
(George North and Morgan 
Stoddart) to three by the 
Barbarians, (including one by 
man-of-the-match Sergio 
Parisse) to leave the home 
team trailing 14-19 at half 
time. 

The second half then saw 
Wales forge ahead with two 
more tries, by Mike Phillips 
and Aled Brew (atoning for his 
10 minutes in the sin bin) and 
this prompted a mass influx 
from the Wales replacement 
bench. 

With eight minutes left and 
the score at 28-19, midfield 
general Stephen Jones depart¬ 
ed, the Welsh camp presum¬ 
ably thinking the game was 
won. 

If so, it was a fatal error - as 
not for the first time an error- 
prone Wales let victory slip 
through their fingers (almost 
literally) at the death. 

In the blink of an eye, that 


nine-point lead vanished with 
the Barbarians racing over for 
two quick tries, one of which 
was converted, to make the 
final score 31-28 in their 
favour. 

While the Welsh camp may 
dismiss the result as of no real 
significance in terms of their 
World Cup prospects ( given 
the absence of around nine 
first choice players and the 
unique nature of a Baabaas 
invitation fixture) they surely 
cannot have it both ways - for 
if it wasn’t a serious Test 
match, why then classify it as 
such? 

The reality is that in the 
final run-in to a World Cup, 
continued defeats can hardly 
be said to do wonders for the 
team’s psychological well 
being, as Gatland’s predeces¬ 
sor found when he took his 
team to play England at 
Twickenham before the last ill- 
fated World Cup campaign. 

The Kiwi will certainly not 
want to see history repeated 
when the two teams meet 
again in August before flying 
Down Under. 


Before then, the Welsh have 
much work to do in the two 
planned summer training 
camps, if the persistent prob¬ 
lems that have stifled and 
afflicted Welsh play (again in 
evidence on Saturday) are to 
be ironed out in time. 

These were succinctly 
summed up in post-match 
quotes by two of the players 
themselves. 

Scarlets centre Jonathan 
Davies admitted: “We need to 
be more accurate and clinical 
when we get opportunities”. 

Dragons back rower Dan 
Lydiate acknowledged: “/r’5 all 
about closing out games... We 
didn’t do it and we got 
punished.” 

The challenge, come the 
World Cup, is to ensure that 
these basic flaws have at last 
been eliminated if another 
early exit is to be avoided.
